Applicant is writing in response to a dismissal of a petition under 37 CRF § 1.1.82 in the above- 
referenced case mailed September 9, 2004. In that mailing, Mr. Shanoski has informed Applicant that the 
required showing for grant of the petition includes two elements: (1) a copy of the docket record where 
the nonreceived Office communication would have been entered had it been received; and (2) a statement 
from the practitioner attesting that the Office communication was not received and that a search of the file 
jacket and docket records indicates that the Office conmiunication was not received. Although Applicant 
supplied the first element in the form of a mail log of all mail received from the PTO, the required 
statement from the practitioner was not included, and the petition was therefore denied.
